The JJanaimo Free J'resa in couiiueiit- 
ing upon tho disastrous results of tho 
negotiations with the syndicate for 
island railway construction, tbinkH if 
the syndicate were ofl'ercd all the pub- 
lic lands oil tho i.slaiul and dcniandod a 
bonus besidca, Llm Dominion Govern- 
mont should build the road it.«elf. Lot 
UB'andeceivo the F. P, The syndicate 
was not offered ''alt' nor anything near 
"aW the unoccupiod island lands. Thej 
were ofTered, fir.st, the public land.s, ly- 
ing between the Fuca straits and Na- 
naimo, 20 miles on each side of the pro- 
posed road; and, second, tho public 
Jahds lying above JNanaimo in altern- 
ate sections five miles in width to a 
point at or near C'oniox. The syndi- 
cate objected to the reservation by the 
government of alternate 5-milc sections 
and asked for some land on the main- 
land as -well. Failing the latter, then 
a.'bonua from the Domiaion Govern- 
mont of §750,000— tho amount ofiered 
in compensation for delays by tho IMao- 
kKNZlE government — or 1,000,000 
acres of land in the northwest. The 
Dominion CJovornnient declined to give 
either bonus or bonds. The govern- 
ment of this province declined to con- 
vey the alternate sections of island 
lands and the bottom fell out of the 
whole scheme. In the absence of tho 
official documonts it is impossible to 
Hay whether this government oflored 
too little or the syndicate expected too 
much. It has always scorned to us 
tiiat to secure the construction of the 
island railway and to remove the last 
cause of complaint the province has 
against the Dominion any ronsoiiablo 
sacrifice should be made. Our Nn- 
naimo contemporary says it does not 
"implicitly believe tho telegram ;" but 
wo can assure him that it is too true. 
_The government organs obtained their 
jiirst information of the failure through 
'these columns. The government be- 
came aware of the disaster some two 
;months before. Why thoy withheld 
the information will [irohahly hn ox- 
^plained to tho House.

THE LEGAL BLOCK. 

J Tho Columbian, which takes a very 
'sensible view of tho legal block, phicea tho 
ireaponsibility squarely on tho shoulders 
of the uttorney-gonoral — exactly whoro 
it' belongs. Thnre is no doubt on thnt 
point. Tho public need scarcely bo re- 
minded that one-third of the bills drawn 
•by tho A. -G. bnve been disallowed at 
iOttawa on the g. nnd of unconstitution- 
ality and that tho '{islation of tho past 
three year.s is at tiua moment trembling 
in tho judicial balance. Spoakinf, of tho 
position of legal mattora tho Columbian 
'Continues: "It would be altogether too 
much to expect that tho organ would ack- 
nowledge that Mr. Walkem has brought 
about this truly deplorable condition of 
affairs by hia bungling and spiteful logis- 
lation, but tho public do not nood to bo 
told upon whom tho responsibility rests;

"mitteo on Foreign Affairs reported a 
resolufcion that tho President be re 
quested to obtain from the British Gov- 
ernment a list of all American citizens, 
naturalized or native born, under ar- 
rest or imprisonment by authority of 
said government, with a statement of 
tho cause of such arrest or imprison- 
ment, and especially of such citizens as 
may have been thus arrested and, im- 
prisoned under the suspension of the 
Habeas Corpus in Ireland, and if not 
incompatible with public interests, that 
he communicate the information re- 
ceived, with all correspondence now on 
file an the Department of State relating 
to any existing arrest or imprisonment 
pf-'^he'citizens aforesaid. 

^r. Robinson (Now York) in dis- 
cussing tho resolution, related how, 
some months ago, he had mot the late 
English Minister, and how that gen- 
tlaman had stated that soma American 
hogs of bad character had been taken 
to England for consumption. Tho 
wires under tho Atlantic had flashed 
the news of tlio outrages that were 
about to be per perpetrated under dead 
Ohio hogs. At tliG same time the 
American citizens who fought upon the 
battlefields of tho Union, whose blood 
had given additional redness to tho 
Btiripes, and brightened the glory of the 
stars, were thrown into prison without 
any crime being alleged against them, 
were tried as felons and without any 
opportunity to got their eases Ijefore 
the government or people of the United 
States, He (Robinson) had been led 
to exclaim: "Oh that wo only paid as 
much attention and as much lienor to 
live American citizens as wo do to dead 
Cincinnati hogs." But so it wa,". The 
State Department would not call up 
tho cases of those citizens and have 
them examined. There were five Am- 
erican citizens now confined in British 
bastiles. They had been seized, brought 
before a jury, tried, and acquitted. But 
immediately after wards the suspension of 
Tiaheas corpus had been brought to 
hear. They were rearrested, and are 
now languishing in prison. Ho had 
endeavored to get the cases of these 
sick and dying Americans before tho 
Housei but'uhtil the' present had been 
unable to do so. Ho was going to 
move an amendment to the report and 
take higher ground than wa.s there 
taken. Nob only had tho United 
States the right to intorfere on behalf 
of American citizens ii: British prisons, 
but it had the right, and it was its 
duty, to deraaud the release of mem- 
bers of Parliament elected by the 
peopid of Great Britain, and whom the 



British Government had imprisoned. 
"A gentleman, ' continued Kobinson, 
"shakes his head. I will shako his 
heart." '. Bobiosen quoted from the 
speech of Lord John Eussell in favof 
of the British Govoriiment interfering 
to compel the release by the Tuscan 
Government of certain of its own sub- 
jects. Russian despotism hides its 
head. Turkish tyrauny pales into in- 
significance and grows pigmyish in 
comparison with the giant wrong and 
tyranny and despotism inffiote<l upon 
some of the people of Great Britain. 

Shocking Soquol to aa Eztrrordinary 
Traffod7 in Tirginia. 

One of the most Toraarkable and 
bloody tragedies ever reported in tho 
annals of crime in Virginia is stated to 
have occurred on Wednesday night 
near Central depot, in Montgomery 
county, on tho Norfolk and Western 
railroad. On that day a woman, whoso 
name could not bo recalled by my in- 
formant, received a .sum of money and 
was known to have it in her possession.

To his intense surprise it was 
discovered on a closer examination of 
these parties that they were two women 
of tho neighborhood, who for the sake 
of the ]3lunder had disguised themselves 
as men and cut the throat of their un- 
fortunate victim. The affair has nat- 
urally aroused a great deal of excite- 
ment, and nothing is talked of in the 
adjoining counties but the strange and 
terrible killing of tho three unfortu- 
nate women.

THE aAKUOTTING CHAKOK 

Was proceeded with against John L. 
Kelly and Joseph Barry for assaulting 

and robbing' Jnnies Crowloy on Store 
street on Saturday night last. 

Tlio complainimt deposed tliat tlio two 
[)riHonors followed him along Store street 
between lU aiul 1 o'clock on Saturday 
night: the liusur man of the two {jrabbod 
him by the throat with both hands and 
threw him down; ho^^as hold piotionloss 
while the other mati rifled his pockets 
of a pocket-book containing §4.10 besides 
sleeve buttons and keys; ono hold him by 
the nock and the other kicked and jump- 
ed on him; his faco was then cut with 
somu sharp instrument; the man that bad 
liold of complainant's neck then let go and 
both ran away ; ho then laid information 
to the police and described the mon; 
they were taken into custody and witness 
identified them as the two men who liad 
assaulted and robbed him; he now saw 
them in court. 

In reply to prisoner Kelly — Know he 
followed witness down tho street because 
witness saw him; they were between three 
and four feet behind; was under the in- 
tlueiice of liquor at the time; worked for 
tho money that he lost; did not ask Kelly 
for ten conts on Friday to got a drink 
with''";' did not see him on that day at all. 

Kelly would not ask any moro ques- 
tions, asserting that the witness would 
swear to anythinjf. 

Oflicer Shcppard, .sworn — .Saw Crowloy 
about 3 o'clocK at the Adolphi Baloon and 
was informcdithat he had boon garrotted 
and robbed; he had been chokcd.and was 
spitting blood; ho had a_gash niider his 
left oye and his 'shirt was soaked with 
blood; from the description given in com- 
pany with Oliicer Speed ho arrested tho 
prisoner Kelly; charged him with gar- 
rotting and robbing Crowloy; asked whore 
Barry was; he said ho did not know and 
if he did ho would not toll; witness could 
get nothing ant of him; tnolc Kelly to 
gaol and tho complainant identified' him 
as ono of tho men; arrested fvelly in n 
cabin on Douglas street below tho iron 
church; afterwards went back with Olliccr 
Speed and found Barry there in company 
with a man named Hennessoy; arrested 
Barry and brought him to gaol; gave them 
bdth:the usual caution, but they said no- 
thing about the case ; Crosvley identified 
Barry on Monday last. 

In reply to Snpt. O'Connor — Saw both 
tlio prisoners, together about half-pa.st 
oiieionithe' night in question; saw thei.i 
agaih"'^ab6ut 2 o'clock on Government 
street, noar Cormorant street; tho men 
are associates and witness had scon them 
often during tho last two months; lind 
instructions to watch them. 

A. M. Carpenter, sworn — Ain barkeep- 
er at the Adelphi Saloon; saw complain- 
ant ,pn Saturday night in the saloon; also 
tho prisoners Kelly and liarry; put the 
complainant Crowloy out of tho saloon 
between 12 and 1 o'clock and Kelly told 
witnoaa not to hurt him as 1ft; had been 
drunk two or three days; Kelly went out 
with him and returned; then Barry and 
Kelly both went out together; in about 
attitojir Orowley came back covered with 
uiud nnd blood. 

In reply to Barry— All three men were 
in the saloon together — namely, Crowley, 
Kelly and Barry. 

Special Officer Lindsay, sworn — On 
Sunday morning last about 20 minutes to 
1 o'clock he met Kelly and the prosecutor 
Crowley. onGoOernmentstreotnear Levy's 
restaurant walking together; Kelly refus- 
ed to go in and get a drink and tliey then 
went on: Barry was not far behind f(jl- 
lowingthem; knowing that Crowloy was 
a atrangor witness watciied them turn 
down Johnson street and go into the 
Califoraia Saloonj went to this saloon in 
compjxny wijlwfaceir Hough, but found 
none^of the parties there; saw tho two 
prisoners again on Government street 
near Cormorant about 2 o'clock, ono bo- 
fore the other with n Cliinanian between; 
some time after this saw Crowley who 
Bald ho had been garottod and robbed; 
ho af totwards recognized Kelly in the 
H^ol office 03 the man who had robbed 
him. 

To tho prisoner Kolly — Did not point 
you out to Crowley ns tho man that had 
committed tho robbery. 

Thos. i^ajaton, sworn — Was at tho Cali- 
fornia Saibian on Saturday night; saw 
Crowloy there and saw him leave witli 
the priaoners Kelly and Bany; about 
half-an-hourafter Crowloy returned blood- 
ing with his face badly bruieod up; lie 
luoked as if he had been lying in the gut- 
tor and said ho hi^d been garottod and 
cobbed by a couple of men. 

In reply to B.irry — Saw Crowloy in 
oqmpany with Kolly and Barry nt the sa- 
loon. 

Thos. Lafond, awoni and doi)oaed that 
th'6'cbmplaimint Ci'owley was in his sa- 
loon on Saturday night the worse for 
liquor, but witness did not see him with 
money, nor did ho take a drink; the two 
priuonora wcro ilsore at tho same time; 
Crowloy loft fuiit bol weon 12 and 1 o'clock 
and thou tiie other two loft between three 
and tive'minutca afterwards; Orowley ro- 
tumed'ia about 15 minutes with his f.ice 
ciif "''and bleeding; he appeared quito 
stunned and could hardh .->i'cak; he had 
110 marks upon his faco when ho loft, noi- 
thor-wati thcro tiity mud upon his clothes. 

KoUy.hcro wishod to uiako a statement 
and tho magistrate roiiiarkod thathS would 
ngt be benefitted by so doing. 



I Kolly said that on Friday laat Crowloy 
j asked him for ten cents to get a drink 
; with as ho had no money; ho told him to 
, usk Barry for it; saw him again on Satur- 
day night at the Adelphi Saloon; after- 
I wards on Government street asked him 
i whore he was going to stop that night and 
I he Siiid he did not know, as ho hadn't 
enough money to jay for a bod. Left 
him at tho California Saloon and did not 
SCO him again till in gaol. 

His Honor considered that the evidence 
was quite sufficient to send the prisoners 
to a higher court for trial. The evidence 
of identification oppeared to bo conclusive 
and that of complainant w.as coroborated. 

Kelly and Barry were then fidly com- 
iiiitted for trial at tho next asai/.es. 
THE cniSESE Muiumit. 
Wong Foong, alias Wang Foon, was 
charged by officor Hough with felonious- 
ly killing Un Kow on Fisgard street on 
Sunday night tho 5th inst. 

Mr. Drake appeared for the priaonere. 
Ofticor Hough's evidence in chief wa.s in 
I all respects similar to that given at tlie in- 
([ucst on Tuesday afternoon. 

In reply to Supt. 0'Con»or — Searched 
the prisoner in gaol and found some 
money, a, bunch of keys, jewelry and an 
alarm whistle; had often been Bumiuoucd 
by an alarm whistle; it is used in tliat 
part of the town on tho slightest distur- 
bance; would have heard a whistle that 
night had it been blown as he was not far 

To Mr. Drake— Thox-e ore three or four 
tenements connected together; the ono in 

question is next to Store street ; they are 
all known to tho police as hoUBo.s of pros- 
titution; did not examine any other house 
nor tho inmates; tho whole of tho body 
was lying on the sidewalk with tho feet 
near tho stop of tho door; there were 25 
or oO people outside and three or four be- 
sides the woinon inside when witness ar- 
rived; there was a pool of blood outside 
and some of it might have been carried 
into tho house on foot; tho throo rooms 
of tho house open into tho passage, two 
bedrooms and a kitchen; there is ii ahed 
behind; the mark of tho bloody hand was 
outside on the west door post; tho front 
door opens to the cast; put one or two 
Chinamen out of tho house and prevented 
otiiera from going in; the Supcrintondonl 
came to tho house about the same time; 
did not arrest tho mon because thoy were 
not inmates of tho house; arrusted tiic 
prisoner because he was the proprietor 
and he had put the wounded man out of 
the house; did not know what became of 
the other men; did not examine tho front 
room closely; did not observe any signs of 
a disturbance; saw tho wound in tho back 
below tho shoulder blade; there was no 
blood coining out of the wound which was 
a small ono; tlie pri.ioner mentioned tho 
names of several persons who wero playing 
dominoes in tho house, throe or four of 
thorn; did not know of any .search being 
made in tho adjoining toneniinits. 

To Supt. O'Connor — Had passed the 
house about 20 minutes or half an hour 
boforo and all was then quiot; did not 
know if say roferonco was made to Chin- 
ese women. 

To Mr. Drake — Knew ono of tho China- 
men whom ho told to go out of tho house; 
thought tho bloody impression was made 
by a right hand with the face to the 
door. 

Tu reply to Supt. O'Connor — Searched 
the body of the dead man and found S2 
ill silver and a purse containing some 
Chinese articles; did not obsorvo any 
blood on his hands; the deceased's hands 
were- very small and the impression on 
the door post was a largo one; the hat and 
cap produced in court were lying by the 
body. 

Special Officer Lindsay, sworn — Knew 
the tenement on Fisgard street where tho 
murder was committed; there is a apaco 
of about throe feet between tho two 
houses with a door which is fastened; tho 
passage way is unused; there is no access 
from the street to this paasago; saw the 
deceased Chinaman lying outside the 
door on Sunday night; wont into tho 
house and found considei-ablo water 
mixed with blood on the floor which had 
been recently mopped up; there was a 
vessel containiijg charcoal on the place; 
gave the rooms a hurried examination; 
did not notice anything particular about 
them; knew tho prisoner Wang Foong; ho 
was proprietor of tho house in question ; 
the two women in Court lived there; thoy 
had tho reputation of being prostitutes; 
had had considerable experience omong 
the Chinese ; they generally blow a whistle 
when annoyed in any way; did not sec 
blood anywhere on the sidewalk except 
at the door; noticed footprints of blood 
some ton feet back from tho front door; 
thought there was some blood on tho de- 
ceased's hands, but was not sure of this; 
found a small knife wound in the back 
wliich might have been done with a dag- 
ger or stiletto; his abdomen wa.s nil sat- 
urated with blood. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Mills— Supt. 
O'Connor had not been there more than 
five or ten minutes when witness arrived; 
Chinamen and Chinawomen lived above 
and below the house in question; believ- 
ed the women wero prostitutes; went in- 
to two or three of the tononienta on tho 
night of tho occurrence; tho housea were 
all lighted and witnoaa saw nothing to 
load him to suppose that the murder oc- 
curred in any other house. 

To Supt. O'Connor — Waswell acquaint- 
ed Willi the pri.ioner; he was a good man 
of business, quite cool and collected; he 
appeared o.xcited on tho night of the mur- 
der; found aoino articles of clothing in the 
backyard (produced in Court) that ap- 
peared to havo boon used in mopping up 
bluod and water on the nigiit of the mur- 
der; they wero partly under a tap and 
the water was falling on one of the rags; 
tiiey api)earod to be a pair of cotton 
drawers torn in two. 

Tho evidence in chief of Dr. iJackson 
was similar to that given ut tho inquest 
and need nut be reproduced. 

In reply to Supt. O'Connor — It was 
inq)os3ible for deceased to have inflicted 
the wound with his own hands; thought 
the wound was made by a double-edgod 
inatrumont; thoro was no blood on the 
hands of doccosod when examined; they 
wore of the ordinary size; Chinamen's 
hands are, as a rule, smaller than those 
of other pioplu ; there was no blood on the 
legs and foot; if he had been standing 
long the blood would have found its way 
down to the feet. 

Cross examined by Blr. Drak"— The 
clothing was removed from the body by 
two of the gaolers; there was but little 
blood un the right side; blood extended 
above and below tho wound about 12 
inches; the wound was J tof an inch in 
width and could nut havo been done by a 
common knife; the seventh rib was struck 
and the instrument glanced off between 
il ami tho eighth, very noar to the back- 
bone on tho left side; there must have 
been intornal bleeding. 

To tho Court — With such a wound the 
man would faint and fall at onco; tho 
clothing produced carries out tho opinion 
just ospressed; tho direction was at right 
angles with the sido and was smaller at 
tho bottom than externally. 

Homo little excitement hero occurred 
iu Court, OS tho bloody clothea wero lying 
fpread out, a ghastly eight on tho 



tloor, by ono of the prisoners being taken 
sick and having to leave tho dock. 

To Mr. Drake— A man with such a 
w ould wound havo fallen|immediately,but 
ho might have scrambled three or four 
yards; sucli a wound was as fatal as if it 
had gone through the heart. i J i ^ 

The case was hero adjourned-! till one 
o'clock Thursday. 

"DOWN A2iOm "SSR SEAS.'USK." 

Tbe Sod7 Of tlie ISnrderfld Obi&a- 
man Surlod, 

Vestcrday the remains of tho Chinese 
fiddler, who wa.i mnrdored on Sunday 
night, lay in state in Chinatown surround- 
ed by the usual emblems of celestial 
grief — the coflju flanked with tho funeral 
bcJced meats, prominent amongst which 
were two enormous pigs roasted whole 
and varnished, each bearing in it3 luouUi 
u roast apple as an ofl'ering to the gods 
before whom the deceased heathen is sup- 
posed to shortly appear. At 3 o'clock the 
cofSn w.ts placed in a hearse, tho mourn- 
ing coaches — a dozen in number — were 
speedily filled with the friends of the dead 
man; eight pallbearers carrying umbrel- 
las surrounded the hearso; a tinpot-band 
climbed info a carriage and forthwith be- 
gan a hideous din, and tho cortege start- 
ed for tho ceinotory. Along tho routo 
charm-paper was strewed on the 
streets. Arrived at the cemetery tho 
usual rites were gone through with and 
after interment in the midst of a blinding 
snow fall the pigs and other comestibles 
wore left on the ground lo furnish a lunch 
for the spirit while on ita flight to tlio up- 
per logiona. To a stranger tho ceremony 
of a Chineao funeral is curious and inter- 
esting; but thoro is about as much solcin- 
nitjr. in the rites as there, is in a pcr- 
f orinaiico'^ai the Cliineae theatre.

Tho aggregate tonnage 
of those vessels was 29,'J6i tons. Of those 
thirty-six vessels ninotoon received thoir 
cargoes from tho Hastings mills and 
sevoiitoou from the Moodyvillo mills. 
Thoir aggregate cargoes consisted of 18,- 
937,800 feet of rough lumber; 2,428,207 
foot dressed lumber; 117 spars; 170,425 
fence pickets; 1,002,250 laths; 590,000 
aliinglos; 1100 eases salmon; 24 half-bar- 
rols oolachans; 10 bbls. fish oil. These 
figures do not include any of tho domes- 
tic trade, which would jirobably double 
tho shipping. Thoy simply cover tho for- 
eign trade for tho year 1881. It is pro- 
per to mention iu this connection that 
owing to tho scarcity of shipping and do- 
prossion in tho lumber markets the trade 
fell very much below tho average last; 
but those in tho businosa look forward 
hopefully to the approaching season.
